Saved or Suspended? 



Tho lending article in yesterday'i 
edition of tho Government organ ia oui 
excuso for harking back upon the 
Terms of Union Alteration Bill of lust 
winter, which precipitated incipient re- 
volution and ought, according to nli 
courititntioual usage and precedent, to 
have driven tho present Ministry from 
the Treasury-benches, It would seem 
that tho organ has only now discovered 
what most persons knew long ago, 
what thoughtful persons must have 
foreseen from the very first, what was 
predicted, asserted, announced in these 
columns, vis: that Mr. Mnckenzit 
would not place at the disposal of the 
Province the monies sought for in the 
tonus of the above-mentioned Bill; or, 
in other words, that tho grand financial 
scheme of tho Government had com- 
pletely and hopelessly collapsed! Be- 
moaning piteously the untoward even 1 , 
the organ attempts to shift the respon- 
sibility on to the Opposition. Let u.- 
seo with what success. It says th:s 
result is "owing to the legislation 
forced upon Parliament by a factious 
Opposition." Again it says: "The 
Government wore amply able, had they 
felt so disposed, to curry their measure 
through the House without the admis- 
sion of any alteration or amendment 
being made to the bill as originally 
brought down." Leaving the reader 
to reconcile tbe palpable contradiction 
contained iu these two passages taken 
from the same article, wo proceed to 
make another : — "So long as the sus- 
pending clause stands unrepealed in 
the Act. we cannot linger a dollar ol 
the money either for dry dock or any 
other purposes, and so wo shall have to 
content ourselves until Parliament 
again meets and repeals that clause ol 
the Act before anything can bo done. 
And for this tho country have tho Op- 
position to thank." Wo now propose 
conducting the reader back over the 
files of the organ in order to compare 
its former position with the present. 
On the 3rd of .March, after dilating 
upon the honor and honesty of pur- 
pose of Mr. Mackenzie, it said : "Mr. 
Mi.clienzie'H views on this important 
subject were well known to the local 
Guveriuuenl , and hence they saw no 
~"n8oti to object to the saving clause 
b) rig added to tho Bill, which Tin: 
vjjlonist chums to be a virtual defeat 
- of their policy. Had it been 
the aim and object of the 
IojiiI Uowminent tu lorco ibrjugu 
their measure without any alteiution, 
they could havo carried their point, 
despite the utmost efforts of tho Op- 
position to prevent it; and the accept- 
ance of the saving clause only goes to 
prove thut tho Government had no 
other object in view than to promote 
the interests of the country, and, by 
secuiing the money .therewith to deve- 
lop its resources. ' Again, three days 
later, iu a leading article indignantly 
repudiating the pretension of the Op- 
position in claim 'Ug credit for the in- 
so'-tion of the saving clauses in the 
Eill.it goes on to Hay:— "Our contem- 
porary (.'alls it the 'Opposition saving 
clause,' notwithstanding it emanated 
with the Government and was drawn 
up by the Premier, Mr. AValkem. li 
that is (not?) strutting in borrowe I 
plumes, we do not know what to cail 
it. Throughout tbe whole discussion 
on the B.I I, the Opposition could 
never muster more than six on a di- 
vision, and when the saving clause 
passed they could not, muster even 
that number, ami by what particular 
feat of political generalship the min- 
ority overcame the majority, which was 
in Btreugth three to oue.our contem- 
porary has not condescended to inform 
its renders. flow could the 
Government he considered as defeat- 
ed for having substituted one 
clause in a Government measure for 
another clause?" And, again, in the 
same article. "Therefore, to set all 
doubts at rest, the Attorney-General 
substituted the present saving clause 
for the original one, and the bill passed. 
And i his is what Tin-: Colonist claims 
as a virtual defeat of the Government. 
Our contemporary alleges that the 
lender of tho Government charged the 
Opposition with having killed the mea- 
uuro by the insertion of tho saving 
edausos appended to tho Act. Our 
reply to this assertion is that he never 
made any such absurd statement, and 
neither did any other member on the 
Government side of the House. The 
very idea of tho Attorney-General 
making such a statement in reference 
to a clauso in a Government measure! 
of which he was himself tho author, is 
so utterly absurd as to carry its own 
refutation with it. The Government 
were strong enough to havo carric 
their measure without consenting to 
ail alteration of n sicglo line or word. 
asoriginnllybrou hLbefo.c tho Hou o ' 
In another place it says: — "To con- 
sent to make alterations iu a measure 
is one thing; for tho Opposition, by a 
voto of tho Houso, to compel altera- 
tions in a. Ministerial measure, is nn en- 
tirely different thing. In tho one case 
the Government are at liberty to do 
just as they think proper, but in tho 
other it would result in tbeirovei throw 
and retirement from office." Wo could 
continue "ad infinitum to give cognate" 
passages from thecoluians of the organ, 
wherein it claimed for its masters tho 
whole credit of tho saving clauses, and 
■bcou e.l tho idoa of their having been 
forced upon tho Government by tho 
0] posit i In; but it would only fatigue 
the rwilor.who will roaddy detect tho 



ridiculous position in which tho organ 
has placed itsolf. We now ask tho 
organ on which horp of the dilemma 
t will elect to bo impaled. It clearly 
cannot both "keep its cake and oat it." 
Wl ich is it, victory or defeat? Saved 
>r Suspended ? Inittotho Government 
or the Opposition tho country is indebted 
for defeating tho magnittoent financial 
■lohemo which was to have relaxed tho 
railway covenant? If, as lias been assert- 
ed by the organ, "Mr. Mackenzie's views 
on this important subject woro woll known 
to the local Government," ami if Mr. 
.Mackenzie now refnsos to hand over the 
money upon the terms prepared, ns it in 
ts-iertod, by tho local Govemment,people 
uinst not bo aoonsed of "over suspicious 
minds" if they aro led to conclude that 
■'There is something rotten in tho Slate of 
Denmark."

In the House of Lords on April 27, 
Lord Blachford asked the Secretary of 
State for tho Colonies what stops had 
bGon taken to obtain from the colonies 
tlio information desired by tho Select 
Committee on the Colonial Church Bill 

and when it was likely to be laid before 
the House. The Earl of Carnarvon said 
that a number of unswjis had been re- 
ceived from the colonies in reply to tlio 
circular which had been sent to them on 
the subject referred to in the noble lord's 
question. Some colonies had not, how- 
ever, yet sent replies. He was ready to 
lay the correspondence on the tablo of 
the House, although it was not yet com- 
pleted. It related mainly to the devolu- 
tion ot Ch in idi pi iporty on the death of 
a Bishop, and he might mention that, out 
of nineteen colonies which had forwarded 
replies, fifteen wero content with legal 
Acts and opposed to Imperial legislation, 
and four oiny took an opposite view. Tho 
goueral conclusion he had arrived at from 
a perusal of tho papers was that it was 
wiser for the prese. t lo rely on tho Cob.- 
iiial Acts and Ordiuuuaos tlian to propose 
any moasuie to the Imperial Parliament, 
tho annual Grulid Lodge of English 
Freemasons, held on April 29, in the Tem- 
ple, Croat Quoon street, London, the 
Marquis of Hipon was installed Grand 
.Master, to whicli dignified position bo was 
nominated at the qua-terly communica- 
tion iu March last; and. having appointed 
the Earl of Carnarvon Deputy Grand 
.Master for the ensuing year, Lord Kipon 
named t ho other ollicers, chief of them 
being Sir Albert Woods, Garter, and 
Lord Henry Thyuno, Senior Grand War- 
d( n. 

In tho House of Lords it was ascer- 
tained from iho Government that the 
troops who wero employed on the Gold 
Coast would have divided among them 
some of tin) gold dust rendeied by King j 
Coffee, and that honourury distinctions 
would have been conferred upon them; 
Captain Clover, in particular, receiving a 
Knight Comniandei-ship of tho Order of 
St. Miohael and St. George, 
Judgement was formally delivered in the 
Queen's Bench on Ap r il!29, by Mr. Jus- 
tice Blackburn, on the motion for a now 
trial iu the case of the Queen vs. Castro. 
Having dealt severely with tho object- 
ions raisod by Dr. Kenealy against the 
verdict and sentence recently pronounc- 
ed in that Court, Mr. Justice Blackburn, 
with the concurrence of ins brother 
judges, refused the ruH. 

Defending themselves against the 
ohargo of being engaged in a prize light 
at Manchester, two pugilists declared 
that tho occasion was only a display of 
sparring, in which they both wore gloves; 
and, moreover, that tho exhibition with 
which they regaled tin? populace of Cooko 
street was the very same which they hud 
tho honor of submitting to the Shah of 
Persia at Buckingham Palace. The plea 
was successful, and tho prisoners were 
discharged. 

Cardinal Onllen's May pastoral was 
read in the Dublin churches on Sunday, 
the 2(5th ult. His Eminence stated that 
at the present time the Church was per- 
secuted in almost all the countries in Eu- 
rope. Her supreme head had been de- 
prived of his liberty , and many of her 
bishops were doomed to imprisonment or 
exile. He looked to tho Cross for triumph 
over persecution, and announced that the 
Pope had given him a largo piece of the 
real Cross on which Our Lord died, to bo 
deposited in a new church which they 
worts building. 

On April 25 tho Parliament of tho Ger- 
man Empire finished the work of tho ses- 
sion by passing the Press Bill and the 
Supplemental Ecclesiastical Law, and the 
Reichstag was dissolved by the Emperor 
in person. In the speech from the throne 
the first place was given to tho Army 
Bill, which was spoken of as a measure 
guaranteeing the safetv of the Father- 
land and the peace of Europe. Further, 
on his Majesty referred to the lato votes 
of the Reichstag, amonii them being the 
law dealing with the Catholic Hierarchy, 
as confirming his convictions that the 
Fatherlund had a prosperous fulure bo 
fore it, and that Europe would find a 
pledge of peace and assurances for tho 
developments of culture in tho care be- 
stowed upon the mental, moral and ma- 
terial strength of Germany. The speech 
was well received, and the passages refer- 
ring to the maintenance of peaoo wero 
gpeoially applauded.

Tun Great Sewers or Paris. — The 
sewers of Paris deserve to rank among 
tho wonders of the world. They an- 
traversed through n great portion of 
their extent by railways, and are as 
free from unpleasant odour as the 
streets above them. Passage through 
tho remaining portion is effected by 
means of boats. Along those magni- 
ficent soweiK arc carried tho wires of 
the telegraph, as well as tho pneuma- 
tic tubes for the transmission of small 
packages by atmospheric pressure. The 
stream of water passing through the 
main sewer is so swift that not a l it of 
anything is scon floating along. ^ They 

sewage deposit by means of peculiarly 
constructed barges, each of which does 
the work of a hundred men. The 
smaller ones aro kept clean by hands, 
(i'20 men being employed for the pur- 
pose, whoso tenure or life, after they 
enter the sowers, rarely excoeds fifteen 
years. It is by such a peifect system 
of sewage that Paris lias earned the 
enviable title of being the cleanest 
city in tho world. All tho solid mat- 
ter is utilized and made to pay a re- 
venue to the city largely exceeding the 
interest on the original cost oi the 
sowers.

Trial by Ji ry. — An afternoon was 
usefully spent by the Imperial House 
of Commons on tho'iJnt ult. in review- 
ing the practice of trial by jury. Lord 
Coleridge, when he was Attorney-Gen- 
eral, inade a vigoious effort to reform 
the system, but he failed because be 
wont too far, Not only did he seek to 
cut down the number of a jury, but he 
would have enabled it to decide a caso 
by a majority of votes, instead of re- 
quiring it to bo unanimous. Mr 
Lopes has brought in a Bill, w hich, al- 
though substantially the same as that 
of Lord Coleridge, omits its more dar- 
ing provisions. It proposes that in 
criminal causes twelve jurors should 
bo empanelled nnd sworn. In eve j 
jury trial in a County Court the num- 
ber shall continue to ba live. But for 
all other tiiuls the number shall Io 
sovou, unless either of tho parties to 
tho suit shall demand twelve. Another 
important proposal is, ilia! the illness 
or tho death of a juror shall not be 
allowed to stop a trial. If it be a 
criminal cause the Judge may require 
it to proceed so long as nine jurors re- 
main to hear tho evidence. Tho solo 
exception is the case of trials for niur- 
dor.in which tho jury must continue to 
bo of the full number from tho begin- 
ning to tho oud. In civil causes the 
trial may go on so long as there are 
five juroi'B, but in each oaso tho ver- 
dict must bo unanimous. That is tho 
chief difference bctw- cn tho Bill of 
this session and tho Bill of last.
